EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


Promotion to the post of Technical Assistant is to be made 
from the post of Head Clerk GradeTJ. The post of Head 
Clerk Grade-11 was discontinued on the recommendations 
of the Devanath Committee vide Ministry of Defence letter 
No. 41 /77/ADM/L&C/67/1549-C/DIQ&C), dated 18-4-1970. 
The post of Head Clerk Grade-11 was redesignated as Office 
Supdt. vide Ministry of Defence letter No. 1 1(14)69 /D(Civ-l) 
dated 14-8- 1970. As a result of the discontinuance of the 
post of Head Clerk Grade-11, the port of Technical Assistant 
has to be filled from the next Lower Grade, i.e. Upper 
Division Clerks To implement the decision promotions to
